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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention; These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

The invention comprises species herein numbered as species 1-11, Each of the the 
species conprise a fliame resistant polyester fiber conprising a polyester, a polymer alloy, a 
phosphorus based flame resistant agent and a phosphite based compound as set forth below:

Species 2 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( C ) of formula 3 
Species 3 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( C ) of formula 4 
Species 4 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( C ) of formula 5 
Species 5 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( C ) of formula 6 
Species 6 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( C ) of formula 7 
Species 7 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( C ) of formula 8 
Species 8 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( D ) of formula 9 
Species 9 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( D ) of formula 10 
Species 10 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( D ) of formula 1 1 

2. Species 1 1 is wherein the above fiber comprises component ( D ) of formula 12. 
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3. A telephone call was made to Richard Lione on 6/29/2005 to request an oral election to 
the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
